1. The Min Tsu _Jih Pao C5 GA pare) or Chinese National Daily News, 
a Chinese Nationalist Newspaper in Manila, has been publishing strongly 
anti~CHIANG Kai-shek articles that appear to be Commmist-inspired, The 
paper is being published on presses formerly owned by CO Pak.* 


2, Members of the Board of Directers include Ah LIONG, also known aa LIONG 
Away; YAP Take-wing, @ relative of a Mr. NG, owner of the Sportsmen's 
Nightclub, Dewey Boulevard, Manila, believed to be a mesting place for 
Manila Communiste; Charlie CORN, a Cantonese who owns many restaurants 
and Post Exchanges at US bases, including Clark Field, Guam, and Japan; 
a Mr. CHANG; and two other unidentified persons. 


3. A Chinese nomed LI Ssu-t'i (2 1, 22 ), also known as LI Tau-ti, arrived 
in the Philippines from New York with his wife, LI Shen-hui, early in 
1950, and is now faced with deportation because he does not have permanent, 
immigrant status. LI contacted Charlie CORN upon arriving in Manila, and 
gave him a letter of introduction from CHANG, YAP Tak-wing, representing 
the directors of the newspaper, approached a Chinese named DEE Chong and 
recuested that he seek the assistance of CO Pak, his partner, to fix the 
immigration status of LI and his wife to prevent their deportation.
